Beg T' is neceflary for all Authors, who 

have rendered Themfelses obnoxi- 
ous to Men in Bower, and write in 
Fear of the Lath of the Law, to be 
exceedingly careful in the Choice 
of their Subjeéts, left the Warmth 
of a luxuriant Imagination fhould 
harry Them into fome Ideas, or 
Expreflions, which may happen to 
ive Offence. This Caution is the more neceflary to Me, 
phe prefent Circumftances, becau‘e it hath been main- 
tain’d. by an odd Kind of Reafoning, that the fame Ar- 
gument’, or Refleftivns, which would be perfectly inoffen- 
five in _any other Paper, become libellous by appeariny in 
mine. For this Resion, I defign to entertain my Readers 
to Day with a gen¢ral Differtation upon Chairs, antient 
and modern. I am fure there cannot be a more innocent 
Subject than This; and yet, as trivial as it feems, I ap- 
prehend that if it is treated with tolerable Ability, much 
Learning may be diiplay’d upon it, and I fancy it will 
furnifh us with fome Humour. 

Hiftory informs us that Chairs have been in very great 
Eftimation in all Ages and al? Countries. The pompous 
Cars; in which the antient Poets us’d to place their Gods 
and their Goddefles, were in Fact no more than flying 
Chairs ; and the greateft Honour that any Mortal could 
obtain amongft the Greeks and Romans, was to be carried 
through the Streets in a certain Machine, call’d a fri- 
amphal Chariot, which was only a fine, carv’d Chair, 
drawn upon Wheels. There is a Cuftom fomewhat like 
This fill kept up in feveral Corporations of Eng/and, 
where the fucce/ifal Candidates ave carried through the 
Town, in a great arm d-Chair, or upon the Shoulders 
of their Elefors, — But it is my Defign, in this Paper, 
to foeck chiefly of thifr Chairs, which have diftinguith'd 
Magiftrat:s, of various Kinds, in all Ages. 

The wrale Chair was elteem’d fo great a Dignity 
amongit the Romans, that the Ufe of it was allow’d tc 
none but the chief Officers of State; fuch as the Confu/s, 
the Pretors and the #diles——The. Chairs, in which 
King: are crown'd, are carefully amd religioufly preferv'd 
in all Countries. The Chair of Edeward the Confeffr is 
ftill kept in Wefminfler Abbey; and out Kings to this Day 
ate always feated in it at their Coronation. I confefs, I 
am not particularly acquainted with the~ Hiftory of rhis 
Chair 3, but a little Lad, who formerly fhew’d the Tomés, 
feem'd to be a perfect Mafter of it, and gave us a fhort 
Sketch of all the Kings, who had ever‘ iate in it. I 
remember very well that itis ap/ain, Bard, wooder Chatr, 
without “any Cu/bions from whence I apprehend the 
Perfon, plac’d in its is given to underftand that his Situ- 
ation is feldom ea/y, and the .Plainne/s of it icems to feg- 
get Humility to Him, notwithftanding: his. Exaltatio?. 
The fuperititious would have us believe that the Céa‘r 
of that goo? Prince inftantly conveys the fame Goodnels, 
by a Sort of magnetick Power, to all Perfons, who are 
feated in it; but This I look upon as intirely fabulous, 
and think it hath been plainly proved fo by the Con+ 
dug of many Princes, who have fate on ‘the: Throne, 
fince the Conqueft. But fuch is the Depravity and mean: 
Spirit of Mankind in general, that They are always 
ready to attribute every royal Viktue and Endowment 
to the Perfon, who fills this Chair, the Moment He is 
feited in it, and immediately begin to flatier Him, as the 
Poet does Clau/e, in the Beggar's Bufhs 

Since Thox art King, who would not have Thee fo? 

I own, I have often thonght it a little odd in our. 
Commen-Prayer Book, that the fame Epithes fhould of 
Courfe belong to a// enr Princes, and that as foom as any 
one.gets a Crewn upon his Head, all the Clergy-through- 
out the Kingdom are obliged. to pray for Him, as a mo? 
religives and gracious King... This 1s certainly the moi 
extrrordinary Kind-of hereditary Right, that can be ad- 
vanerd, as it is iappofed to tranimit not only the Tit/e 
to the Crest, bat even the Virtues, whigh are neceflary 
to adorn ix. IT think shis Form was origtially appointed 
under King’ Charles the fecon/ ; but Iwill not take upon 
me‘o fay whether every Prince, fince, his Time, hath 
deverved the fame Chiraéter, and been, to all Intents and 
Porpoles, equally religions and gracicus. 

This Digreffion towards the Charch hath: put me ip 
Mind of ¢cc/-faf.cul Chairs, and the Chairs cf our 
feo famous Liniver{tics. — There are Divinity Chairs, 
Chairs for Philefophy, Mathematicks, and other Branches 
of Learning ; into. which many Ferfons have been feen 
to thru! Them€lves, without the leak Tinéture of any 
Science ; and, ifthe Cévir don’t intpire ‘hem, ‘They 
leave it juft as wife as They went in. From hence it 
comes to pafs that when a Man prates dogmatically upon

any Subjeét, which He docs not ufderitand, He js iaid | 


to fpeak ex Cathedré; That is, from the Chair ; but This 
is only inan ironical Senfe; for our cathedral Churehe. 
Themielves originally took their Name from the Chair, 
or Stai/, in which the Bifleps ufed to prefide, and per- 
form their paftoral Functions ; though, of late Years, our 
learned Prelates generally chufe to do their Duty on a 
Bench. —-—But of all ecelefiaftical Chairs the apsftelical 
one, as it is called at Rome, is certainly the moft extraor- 
dinary. It is, as We are told, of a very particular Siruc- 
ture, having a larg: Hole in the Seat of it, fomewhat 
like a Clo/e-ficol, through Which two of the moft emigent 
Cardinals for their Skili in the Aaswan OE conony are no- 
minated to examine the Perfon, elected, for Pope, before 
He is confirm’d in his Office., This «Ceremony was in- 
ftituted, no Doubt, to prevent the Concl.we from being 
— in their Man, on whom They conferr'd Infal- 
ivility. 

I now proceed to the Power of Chairs, in Matters of 
civil Government, and, to begin with the City of Lon- 
don, the Lord Mayor's Chair was formerly a Seat of great 
Dignity, afid-ix fill continues a Cuftom, when We ipeak 
of the Aldermen, to diftinguifh Thofe, who are alove, 
from Thofe, who are be/ow the Chair. It mutt be con- 
fefs’d that the Lufire of shis Seat hath been fomewhat 
diminifhed, oflite Years, by feveral upfart Chairs, which 
have affumed to Themfelves great Power and Honour 
in this Metropolis ; particularly Thofe of the Ea/- Indias 
the Sozth-Sea and the charitable Corporation. Thowgh 
thefe Chairs are of a very me ern Inftitution, They bea 
a great Sway at prefent, and it is hardly credible what 
Deference the Propristors pay to Them, upon all Oc 
cafions. 

But to confrm my Argument, concerning the Autho- 
rity of Chairs, let us cat our Eyes to the Hou/e of Com- 
mons, and fee whiat Regard is conftantly paid there to 
the Chair, which may be properly ftyled the Palladium 
of our Englifo Liberties. ‘The Perjon, who at any Time 
fills that //ufriows Seat, never enters the Houfe without 
the Solemnity of making three low Bows to the Chair, 
before He takes his Place ip it; and, whenever He rifes 
up to fpeak, the whole Aflembly demand Silence and 
Attenticn, by crying out, the Chair, the Chair ! 

Perhaps, my fair Readers will take it amils if, among ht 
all the Chairs of Dignity, 1 thould forget to mention the 
groaning Chair 5 and, indeed, I fhould think my felf iner- 
cufeable for fuch an Omiflion ; for though I have long been 
an o/d Betchelor, and cannot.hope, at thefe Years, to tafte 
the Pleaiures of a conjugal Life ; yet I have fometimes 
had the Honour to be admitted, upon thefe Qecafions, 
and think there cannot be.a more agreeable Sight. than to 
behold a beautiful, young Matron fitting up in Form, in 
her ea/y Chair, and receiving the Congratulations of her 
V ifitors, with a mixt Air of Majefiy and Satisfaction. . I 
look upon this Ceremony as a Kind of female Ovation, 
which is certainly due to every fine Woman, who" goes 
through fuch imminent Perils in the Service: of -hér 
Country. f -ormal 

In fhort, by Chairs Mankind have been govern’d, judge 
and direfed ever fince the Creation. The Jews were, 
wrul'd by the Chair of Mofes, and the Chriflians by that 
of St. Peter. Both Houfes of Parliament and all the/ 
‘Corporations in Great Britain,are kept im order by Chairs, 
They are the Fountain of all the liberal Arts and Scien- 
ces; Divinity, Law and Phyfck., The Reipect, Honour 
and even Adoration of Mankind are paid to Céairs. 

From this fhort Effay upon Céairs, it isnatural:to de- 
fcend a little te the Subjeét of Srco/s,, which are only Di- 
minutives of the other, or Chairs of an inferior Order. 
‘Now, of Stoe/s there are. two, Sorts; the Steal of Howsur 
land the Stool of Infamy. Of the former Kind is ‘the 
antient Tripod, or three-legz'd Stool, from whence -the 
heathen Deities us’d to deliver their Oracles. , That cen- 
forious God, Momus, hath ftill his Tripos, at Cambridze, 
and {ets one of his Priefts upon it at certain Seafons, to 
the great Annoyance of many folemn Dons and molt <ene- 
rable Tyrants. — The higheit Diftinétion, which a female 
Subject can enjoy in France, is the Privilege of fittings 
in the Qucen’s Prefjence, upon a Jittle Stool, call’d the 
Tabouret + and coniequently it creates as much Emulation 
and Contention amongft the Peerefles of that Kingdom, 
as the mew fewale Order, lately talk’d of hete, would 
have occafioned amongft the Ladies of Great Britain. 

The only Stools of Infamy im our Iiland, th-t. I can re:; 
collect at prefent, are the Ducking-Stool and the Stcol of 
Repentance — 1 will make a thort Obfervation upon each 
of them. 

The Ducking-Stool was originally invented for taming 
of feumle Shrews, and formerly made Ule of, for thit 
Puyporey with great Sucezfs ; but, in my Opinion, it 
would prove equally {eeviceable again fewrrilius Writers,

Whilft I was ruminating, in this Manner, upon Chasers
